Tue Report of the Registrar General for 
the year ' 1910, . which was laid - upon 
the table of the Legislative Council 
last week, . contains, as a matter of course, 
much information regarding the emigration 
movement to the Straits Settlements’ aud 
‘other territories in Asia, where the increas- 
' ing ‘number of plantations “calls, for. a 
growing influx of labour. Having in mind 
eertain reckless charges ‘which were made 
about eighteen months ago reflecting upon 
the supervision over emigration in’ this 
Colony—charges made either without the 
slightest knowledge. or with a malicioua 
intent, we would point out that there js 
sufficient, in the Report to show that the 
Department exercises due and’ proper care 
in seaing that coolies dre not’ shipped from 
‘this port without their consent, or with- 
‘out knowing where they are going or 
the conditions of service whoa they reach 
their destinations,’ The statistics show 
that.in 1910 the number of assisted 
emigrants examined was 24,986, and the 
number of women and -children examined 
. and allowed to proceed was 16,806. In the 
. previous year the figures wore 18,511. and 
11,686 respectively, so that aeubstantialin- 
crease in the volume of emigration is shown. 
Of the assisted. emigrants Ar. Baewin 
. reuarke that the number of those examined 
_ who declare their unwillingness to go is 
‘now insignificant. Attempts are still somo- 
times made, apparently by the crimpa, to 
induce men to emigrate by fraud, for the 
report mentions that in Noveinber two men

ing from an. emigration boarding. house; 


The. crimp who took them _ there "was 
charged with ‘inducing them "td :emi 
grata by fraud, and with detaining 
them against their “will, but .the 
charge was dismissed by. the Magistrate 
for a reason which is not stated in the 
Report. Another paragraph mentions that 
the licences.of three boarding houses which 
made a practice of, recruiting Jads employed

‘ing relatives, In 1909, 15 «plications 
were made for ussistahce in getting 
back relatives who had emigrated ; in 1910, 
52 applications wero made. Of the omi- 
grants, 49 had gone to Singapore, 2 to 
British North’ Borneo and 1 to Muntok. 


| Forty-six returned, 2 had died, 2 refused 


to return, end the remaining 2 are expected 
‘shortly. In many other.casos, relatives sera 
satisfied with identifying the coolia’s photo- 
graph and learning where he had yono to: 
sometimes we forwarded lettersforthom. Tho 
cost of obtaining cancellation of the contract 
and rvpatriation of the coolie has-been very 
much reduced, thanks to the co-opemtion of 
the Seeretar'y for Chinese Affairs at Singa- 
pore and of employers of Inbour. In no 
cage did any of those repatriated complaiv 
of fraud; they were- mostly ship-boys or 
apprentices; in one cage it was a son 
who went to the -expense of obtaining

tion in such cages. In the first cage the man 
slipped away whilst he was about tobe 
brought to the Registrar General’s Office. 
The second man, at the instance of aerimp, 
had gone to aw boarding housa with the 
intention of recciving an advance and then 
jumping overboard ; he. got seven dollara, 
gave the crimp four, and jumped overboard 
as the steamer was off Green Island: he had 
made no arrangement to be picked-up. “ Mr. 
Lau Chu-pak and 1 questioned him and 
we: were agreed that he was. i fool 
who wanted to be o knnve”" The 
foreyoing gleanings. from the Report 
are sulficient to show that~the Registrar.

Indeal Mr, 
Brewin mentions that. the action of the 
Office has been much criticised for refusing 
permission to embark to a number of 
coolies who were ‘really assisted emig- 
rants posing as. ‘ Kangony ‘emigrants ” 
or free passengers, but every endeavour ia 
made, he says, not to discourage emigration 
in attempting to protect. the emigrant. It 
ie interesting to learn’ that the Kangany 
system is in force to a limited extent in 
emigration from China, and Mr. Brewin 
says it will be fostered in every way. . Un- 
der this system the coolie ia reeruited by 
some returned .emigrant—a native of his 
village or neighbourhood, receives assistance 
for his journey, but enters into no contract 
on his arrival ; the arrangement by which he 
pays back any loan being 2 friendly one. It 
is an ‘ideal aystem, but so long as.Jabourers 
are required in such numbera in the mines 
on the plantations of the South, there 
will always, we fancy, be need of the 
ordinary recruiter.

Tho formal opening of the Conference which 
has been arranged in connection with the Rub- 
ber Exhibition: took<place at the Agricultural 
Hall i the presence. of a large number: of

Bir. Henry A. Blake, President of tho Ex. 
hibition, ia welcoming the delegates, sail that 
4 great: advance had been: made in tha industry 
since the last exhibition in 1908, aud the present 
exhibition was notable in that it contained 
exbitits from every rabbor- growing country in 
the worl’, In 1908 the area under rubber oultiva- 
tion in the Middle East was 450,000 ‘neres; 
to-day the dercage was niore. than double, and 
a very. large area was also. heing devoted 
to rubber cultivation ‘in South and Central 
Amorica, in East and West Africa, andin other 
territories,” In making estimates’ of the future 
output of rubber it was necessary, howover, to 
wake considerable deductions for plantations 
established under unfavourable clroumstances of 
soil, climate, or situation. . In regard to the 

roduction of tho near inture, it had to be-borne 
in mind that the Para trees planted since the 
‘year 1908 would not begin to show results before 

1913 at the earliest. In the Near. Bast it bad 
been the cnstom to plant the //evea brasiliensis, 
but it would seem from good authority the 

Ceara rubber had.on excellent future before it, 

and he had heard on reliable: authority of at 
least one ;Ceara plontation which had begun to 
yield two years after planting. ‘ 

He congratulated the exhibitors upon the
